M’MANIGAL CONCLUDES STORY 


As a Climax to His Sensational Tes­ 
timony in Federal Court, Govern­ 
ment's Chief 
Witness Tells Jury 
That John McNamara Approached 
Him With a Proposition Literally to 
Wipe California City Off the Map. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 2d.—One of the 
stories that Ortie HL McManigal told 
on the witness stand in continuing his 
testimony in the dynamiting cases was 
how desperate John J. McNamara had 
become within a week of his arrest by 
the R um s detectives and 
to what 
lengths he proposed to go in carrying 
out the great dynamiting campaign of 
1911. 
For some reason .T. J. McNamara 
felt a strong resentm ent against the 
city of I.os Angeles, and he rarely 
spoke of it without an oath, said Mc­ 
Manigal. 
He could not get over the 
feeling that there ought to be a larger 
program of destruction for that city, 
said witness. 
McManigal was around 
headquarters in April, 1907, and on 
the seventh day of that month the plan 
was unfolded to him by J. J., which, 
witness said, was the setting of nu­ 
merous fires in different parts of the 
d ty with machines made for that pur­ 
pose and the coincident blowing up ot 
the w ater works system, so that the 
fire departm ent would be helpless in 
extinguishing the flames. 
The time 
was to he fixed so that the fire w ould; 
be carried to all parts of the city by 
favoring winds and the place would be: 
wiped out of existence. 
Another plot of which McNamara 
spoke, but which did not reach any j 
particular development of means in 
their talks, sail! the witness, was to i 
organize for a holdup at the Indian ! 
apolis speedway in 
May following, 
when, he said, there would he not less 
than $150,000 from receipts in the of­ 
fices of the Speedway company.

plan was to have the holdup men pro­ 
vided with autos and to make the at­ 
tack at a certain 
hour when

There were fifty-five employes in the 
building at the time of the explosion. 
All of them were known by number in­ 
stead of by name, and because of this 
fact identification of som e of the vic­ 
tims has not been established. 
Most of the employes were at work 
on the ground floor and to this fact 
they owe their lives. 
Tlu* explosion 
was of such force that it shook the 
town and broke windows in stores and 
dwellings half a mile away, hurled the 
workmen against the side of the build­ 
ing and to the floor. 
Tlie work of rescuing those still 
alive began at once and the injured 
were rused to hospitals.

Prospect of General War Is 


Disquieting. 


CHANCELLORIES ARE SILENT 


Little Information of a Defin«te Chan- 
acter Is Permitted to Issue From Be­ 
hind the Doors of the Various Clos­ 
ets of State Where Issues of World 
Import Are Overshadowing All Other 
Subjects of Discussion. 


l^ondon, Nov. $6.—There is today 
throughout 
Europe, though 
in 
the 
chancellories the diplomats talk hope 
fully of the eventual settlement of the 
Balkan difficulty without a general 
war. a general feeling of unrest that 
i* not quieted by the refusal of th€ 
governments to give any hint to theii 
peoples as to what is in the wind. 
It 
ha« been a day of rumors, of the tell 
ing of sinister stories and the prompt 
denial of the same. 
Vienna hear* that an Austrian con­ 
sul has disappeared mysteriously. 
He 
was last heard of in a town captured 
by the Servians. 
Servia has refused 
to define her attitude until she is done 
with the Turk. 
She is said to he for­ 
tifying Belgrade. On the heels of this 
report there comes a story that Aus­ 
tria was about to present an ultimat­ 
um to Servia and would act independ­ 
ently of the other powers. 
And while the troops are being mo 
bilized throughout Europe and there 
is talk of war on all m en’s lips at the 
little village of Baghtche, near Biyuk- 
Chekmendye the plenipotentiaries of 
Turkey and Bulgaria ar«; discussing 
the preliminaries for the negotiations 
for an armistice. 
They met on neutral ground 
Be­ 
yond the general belief that the Bul­ 
garians. exhausted by the war, are 
willing to modify their first demands 
rejected by Turkey, and tho intima­ 
tion that this was now going on. noth­ 
ing about the conference was given 
out. 
An armistice of eight days is re­ 
ported to have lw‘en arranged pending 
the outcome of these conferences, and 
during that time the two armies will 
hold the positions they now' occupy 
along th«' fchntaldja lines.

Experim ent 
Station 
Bulletin 
No. 118, of the Massachusetts Experi­ 
ment Station, Amherst, Mass., giv es 
a v ery complete digest of the sub ject 
of molasses as a feed. The conclusions 
do not seem to b e v ery satisfactory 
regarding its v alue. 
Where it can b e 
ob tained cheaply, and where the grains 
are high priced, it prob ab ly has a place 
in the feeds. It is sometimes fed b y 
diluting it with w ater so that stock 
will drink it, b ut generally it is used 
to giv e cheaper feeds more palatab il 
ity; that is, it can b e mixed with chop 
ped straw or other coarse hay and 
stock will eat this to get the molasses 
It is also used to quite an extent with 
alfalfa meal. 
Its principal feeding constituent ia 
the sugar or carb o-hydrates, and the 
conclusion of the Bulletin seems to b e 
that these can be b ought more cheaply 
in such feeds as corn than 
in 
the 
molasses. 
Howev er, it would b e well 
for you to find out what it w'ould coat 
you in your locality b efore deciding as 
to feeding or not feeding it. At the 
present prices of other feeds, we are 
Inclined to b eliev e you will find that 
an inv estm ent in molasses for a feed 
will not b e a profitab le one.

Canadian blue grass 
and 
Kentucky 
blue grass are grown to som e extent 
in parts of Canada for pasture pur 
poses.. 
Very few of the tam e grasses 
will do so well on soils that are wet. 
The w ild grasses, as a rule, grow very 
well on wet land. 
The 
grasses 
that 
do best on wet land are red top. fowl- 
meadow era-;# , combined with alsik** 
clover 
Timothy will do fairly well, 
and rna.v be started by sim ply sowing 
the seed without any cultivation. We 
have had no experience, however, w ith 
th« *se erass^s in y ur section, and this 
ia only a sugg< itkm on our part.
